Solving Problems After You Are Calm 


1. Ask, “What is the problem?” 
2. Ask, “What are some possible solutions?” 


3. For each possible solution, ask, “Is it fair?” and 
“How might people feel?” 


4. Choose a solution and use it. 


5. Ask, “Is the solution working?” If not, ask yourself, 
“What can I do now?” 
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
